The agenda will be turned over to 
working committees that will meet 
in two weeks in Alexandria.

Haig Assails SALT Pact, Hints a Bid for White House

NORFOLK. VA. (NYT) — Gen. 
Alexander Haig Jr. has been warn- 
ing, the United States against 
“opening the window" to Soviet 
military might.

The 54-year-old general was here 
last week on yet another leg of a 
■ 1 ; tour that, by his own 
has been little noticed 
the voters; he says he has 
come home to educate them about 
“vital international security issues." 
He is talking to groups of party 
leaders, businessmen and other 
gjiqups of people he thinks of as 
opinron makers. • 

After a month of “sdf-assessr 
menf* since he reared as supreme 
commander of the North Atlantic 
-Treaty Organization. June 30. he 
tdls Ms audiences that he does "not 
discount the possibility" of a presi- 
dential race. 

It Soumb One 

In an interview Sr Washington 
this week. Gen. Haig insisted, “1 
know it sounds cute, but I'm se- 
rious about il — Tro not seeking 
political office." Instead, he is ex- 
pressing his “very* deep sense or 
concern about the drift at home 
and Che impact of that drift abroad 
in this dangerous period." 

Those who question him at his 
almost doily gatherings, like the 
' Haig appearance last week before 
the Military Order of the World 
Wars, tend to assume that he is al- 
ready running for the presidency. 
His “stock answer” is: “I have not 
discounted that possibility."’ It is 
unfailingly good for applause, com- 
ing after his 40-minute forecasts of 


global crisis that seem to leave his 
audiences awestruck. 

No other American, after all. has 
had such an. interrupted daily diet 
of the “eyes-only" crisis memoran- 
dums prepared for presidents, 
secretaries of state and NATO 
commanders. The general began 
writing such reports when he joined 
the National Security Council staff 
in 1969. read Them through his 
years with the Njxon and Ford ad- 
ministrations and. until a month 
ago. received them himself in 
Europe. • 

His speech — he has one. made 
up of what he calls “building 
blocks" whose memorized para- 
graphs come out whole in conversa- 
tion exactly as they do from the 
dais,— 's ominous, sobering, well- 
organized and warmed up with 
anti-Carter administration jokes. 

LuUed Since 1962 

He warns that “we as Americans" 
— ^ a phrase he repeated a dozen 
limes in a. 40-minule talk — have 
been hilled since the Cuban missile 
crisis of 1962 into a false sense of 
superiority over the Russians, while 
they have spent 15 years building 
missile. No! only is ihe Soviet Un- 
ion strategically stronger than the 
United States be says, but any new 
leadership there is apt to be 
“paranoiac." 

That new leadership, he says, will 
be plagued with internal pressures 
of the “utterly Tailed Marxist-Len- 
inisl system" and in the 198Q& will 
be^ increasingly likely to “flirt' with" 
pressures against the vital interests 
of the United States in Third 
World countries.

Iraq Sentences 
22 to Death in 
Coup Attempt

BEIRUT. Aug. 7 (NYT) — A’ special Iraqi court has condemned to 
death 22 persons, including five members of the country’s ruling Revolu- 
tionary Command Council, for plotting against the state. 

After a secret trial behind closed doors, the official Iraqi news agency 
announced tonight that the 22 persons found guilty of conspiracy would 
be executed by a firing squad. It did not specify when the executions 
would take place. 

• The court sentenced 33 persons to priton terms ranging from one to 15 
years, according to the Iraqi news 
agency dispatch. Thirteen of the 
defendants were declared innocent 
and freed. 

“These decisions pul an end to 
all matters related to the conspira- 
cy." the official Iraqi statement 
said in what was clearly meant to 
reassure public opinion, alarmed 
by reports of hundreds of arrests in 
connection with the alleged con- 
spiracy. 

The' terse statement announcing 
the court’s verdict made no men- 
tion of any foreign power connect- 
ed with the plot. Originally. Iraq 
had charged that the plotters had 
received funds and instructions 
from a “an external quarter." 

Persistent diplomatic and press 
reports pointed to Syria as the 
country implicated in the affair but 
President Hafez al-Assad is known 
to have given his personal as- 
surances that Damascus was not in- 
volved in any conspiracy against 
the Baghdad regime. 

The severity of the court's ver- 
dict. which struck some of the most 
prominent figures of the regime, 
was seen as a warning that Iraq’s 
new president intends to rule with a 
firm hand. 

President Saddam Hussein, who 
succeeded the ailing President 
Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr. is a man 
who brooks no opposition and 
couid not tolerate the discovery of 
a “reformist movement". within the 
regime, according to Arab sources 
from Baghdad. 1 

In a telephone conversation and 
through two high-ranking emissar- 
ies. Mr. Assad strongly denied re- 
ports of involvement in the plot, 
and called on the Iraqi leader to in- 
vestigate the matter personally, ac- 
cording to Damascus sources close 
to the presidency. 

The Iraqi regime is said to have 
accepted ihe Syrian explanation, 
and is clearly playing down the 
coup attempt avoiding recrimina- 
tions against Damascus. •

Knowledgeable independent 
Arab observers tend to confirm the 
Syrian denials of participation in 
any recent move to undermine the 
Iraqi regime. However, they do not 
exclude the possibility of links in 
the past between the Syrian leader- 
ship and a secret opposition inside 
the Iraqi regime. 

Seeds of Doubt 

Now, even if all sides are satis- 
fied that Mr. Assad did* not “mast- 
ermind and finance" a coup at- 
tempt against Mr. Hussein as was 
reported in the Egyptian press, the 
seeds of doubt have been sown. A 
result, in the view of Arab experts, 
is that the Arab camp opposed to 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace treat;- 
has been weakened by the renewev 
suspicions between Baghdad anc 
Damascus.

Iran Expels U.S. TV Crew, 
Closes 2 Tehran Journals

TEHRAN. Aug. 7 — A four-man 
television crew from the United 
States was ordered to leave Iran by 
tomorrow and armed Islamic revo- 
lutionary guards closed two Tehran 
publications today after the Revo- 
lutionary Council announced a new 
law governing the press.. 

NBC correspondent James 
Compton said that a government 
official told him that the govern- 
ment had imposed a two- month 
ban on Western journalists entering 
Iran because of the allegedly dis-. 
toned and ami-lslamic rone of 
news dispatches. The official de- 
nied that he had said that. 

About 30 militiamen with auto- 
matic rifles occupied the offices of 
the independent newspaper Ayan- 
degan on ihe orders of the prosecu- 
tor-general of the revolution, ac- 
cording to the staff. 

The director of the foreign press 
at Iran's Ministry of National Gui- 
dance said that guards also had 
been sent to close the satirical 
weekly Ahangar. Ali Behzadnia. 
who yesterday ordered the expul- 
sion of an NBC television crew that 
had arrived Friday, said that he did 
not know why or for how long the 
two Iranian publications would re- 
main closed. 

Mr. Compton said that Mr. 
Behzadnia. in denying him and his 
crew accreditation in Iran, had 
waved a copy of Newsweek maga- 
zine and said. “This kind of report- 
ing is giving me ulcers." The 
Newsweek issue called its cover sto- 
ry on Iran “The Joyless Revolu- 
tion." 

The press law was approved last 
night by the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil. It gives the government the au- 
thority to suspend publications 
critical of the government and its 
leaders. The newspaper Kaybaxi 
said that it provided for jail sen- 
tences of six months to two years 
for those convicted of writing or 
publishing articles libeling Ayatol- 
lah Ruholiab Khomeini. Islamic 
principles., the future president of 
Iran, the premier or religious lead- 
ers. 

The closing of Ayandcgan affects 
three opposition papers that print- 
ed on its presses: Kayhan-e-Azad 
(Free Kayhan). published by 20 
leftist journalists fired from Kny- 
han last May when that paper was 
taken over by Islamic printers: 


Azadi (Freedom), weekly organ of 
the National Democratic From, 
and the opposition Neda-ve- Azadi 
<The Voice of Freedom). 

David Lamb of the Los Angeles 
Times and Youssef Ibrahim of The 
New York Times were expelled last 
month for articles that the govern- 
ment considered distorted.

Justice Burger, long an admirer 
of the British legal system, noted 
that Britain had abolished juries in 
all civil cases, except for libel and 
fraud, as long ago as 1937. He did 
not advocate that step but called 
for “a careful study of a more selec- 
tive use of juries in certain categor- 
ies of civil cases." 

He predicted to his audience of 
state judg^ that their courts would 
experience an increase in compli- 
cated trials that run for weeks or 
months if Congress approves legis- 
lation to shift cases involving resi- 
dents of different states from feder- 
al to stale courts — another modifi- 
cation the chief justice supports.

Air Force Suggest Missiles 
To Protect New Mobile MX 


Thermostat Rules Rely on Voluntary Acts

WASHINGTON. Aug. 7 1 WP) — 
Even after a S30-bi!!ion outlay to 
make the new MX missile hard to 
hit by hauling it back and forth in 
tunnels or around a race track, a 
revival anti-ballistic missile system 
may still be heeded to protect it. 

The Air Force acknowledges that 
possibility in recently released Sen- 
ate testimony, terming the combi- 
nation of the MX and ABM “a 
very happy marriage" for offsetting 
the threat' of a barn^e of Soviet 
warheads. 

Rep. Les Aspin. D-Wis.. howev- 
er, says that the Air Force testimo- 
ny raises doubts in his mind about 
the wisdom of the MX project. 

“It’s time to seriously consider 
whether maintaining a huge, land- 
based JCBM force is .really worth it 
at all." he said in a statement. Rep. 
Aspin said that the prospect of hav- 
ing to build the ABM to protect the 
MX adds “a whole new dimension" 
to the debate. 

Bombard AH Shelters ' 

Maj. Gen. Kelly Burke, director 
or operations requirements at (he 
Air Force’s research office, told the 
Senate armed services Committee 
at a closed session in April that the 
Russians may decide to deploy 
enough warheads to bombard all 
the shelters to be built for the MX. 
which is still under development. 

Under the Air Force scheme, 
each MX would be shuttled among 
25 underground shelters so that So- 
viet gunners would not know which 
one to aim at. 

“The Soviets." Gen. Burke told 
the Senate committee, “have to at- 
tack all 25 in order to destroy" one 
MX missile. 

The Air Force would make the 
ABM mobile along with (he MX — 
presumably by putting some part 
of the warhead defense on its own 
wheels or tracks. The ABM would 
then concentrate on protecting the 
silo which held the MX missile 
without giving away the “shell 
game.” 

To be sure of breaking through 
the ABM shield, the Russians 
would have to shoot two warheads 
at each of the 25 MX shelters, said 
Gen. Burke, who called such an ef- 
fort prohibitively expensive. 

Gen. Burke’s superior. Lt Gen. 


C Wilson 

Thomas Stafford, deputy Air Force 
chief of staff for research, also por- 
trayed the ABM as a potential 
guardian of the MX which is ex- 
pected to be deployed in 1986. 

Under the strategic arms limita- 
tion treaty before the Senate, the 
United States and Soviet Union 
could not arm a single missile with 
more than 10 warheads. However, 
the Pentagon has said that the Sovi- 
et SS-18 missile already in the in- 
ventory has enough lift to cany 30 
warheads. 

Gen. Burke and Gen. Stafford 
see the ABM as a desirable protec- 
tion if the Russians deploy more 
than 10 warheads on each missile 
after (he SALT-2 treaty expires in 
1985. 

• Gen. Stafford told the Senate 
committee that shuttling the MX 
from one shelter to another would 
be enough protection “for a period 
of time.” 

“But.” he added, “if the Soviets 
should increase their number of 
boosters overtly or covertly, or the 
number of re-entry vehicles, a bal- 
listic missile defense could help 
offset that Gen. Stafford said that 
he. did not know how much an 
ABM for MX would cost. 

Kennedy’s Lead 
At 2-Year. High 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UPI) 
— The latest ABC News-Hams 
poll of possible Democratic presi- 
dential contenders in 1980 gives. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts the largest lead he has held 
over President Carter in two years 
— 63 percent to 32. 

Mr. Carter, who trailed Sen. 
Kennedy 59-34 percent in the last 
poll, gained slightly after his na- 
tional ly televised energy speech 
July 16 but promptly fell back even 
farther. The poll of '967 voters was 
made July 27-29. 

Sen. Kennedy holds an even big- 
ger lead. 69-25 percent, over Gov. 
Edmund Brown of California. In a 
three-sided poll. Sen. Kennedy was 
favored by 52 per cent, Mr. Carter 
by 25 percent and Mr. Brown by 18 
percent. 


U.S. Plans Wage Guideline 
Of 15% Over Two Years

WASHINGTON. Aug. 7 (NYT) 
— The Carter administration is 
planning to change its wage guide- 
lines. which now ask that increases 
.not exceed 7 percent a year, to a 
two-year standard of about 15 per- 
cent. officials said yesterday. 

The purpose of the two-year pro- 
gram is to avoid penalizing nonu- 
nion workers who have received 
smaller pay increases in the last 
year than those in unionized com- 
panies. where increases have been 
running at more than 9 percent, the 
officials said In effect the stand- 
ard for 1980 would be 8 percent, 
and the government could defer 
judgment on voluntary compliance 
until the end of next year. 

The program would in effect per- 
mit those with Relatively small- pay 
increases this year to get credits 
against the two-year total. Those 
with larger increases this year 
would get fewer credits. 

The proposals are being offered 
today for public comment by Al- 
fred Kahn,' chairman of the Coun- 
cil on Wage and Price Stability, 
and Robert Russell, the new coun- 
cil director. 

First-year union contracts have 
run at an annual rate of increase of 
9.2 percent m the first half of this 
year. Although the administration 
set a 7-percent standard last year, it 
has permitted a variety of excep- 
tions that have enabled large 
unions such as the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters to nego- 
tiate increases above the limit. 

It is uncertain, for example, how 
the administration will deal with 
contract cost-of-living adjustments, 
which have allowed such increases. 
The adjustment clauses are now fig- 
ured in tbe guidelines under a theo- 
retical 6-percent inflation rate. But 
inflation has been running at an an- 
nua! 1 3-percent rate, and some 
unions have used the difference to 
negotiate unusually large adjust- 
ments. 

Now, officials say, the adminis- 


tration believes an 8-percenl ceiling 
might be more appropriate. But if 
the 6-percem ceiling, were raised, 
the guidelines would be tightened 
significantly, causing increased fric- 
tion between large unions and the 
government. 

The next major negotiations are 
in the auto industry, and the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers president. 
Douglas Fraser, has already 
warned the administration to stay 
out of Lhe bargaining. 

The administration has been 
sounding out congressional, busi- 
ness and labor leaders on other 
wage-price proposals. One is a vari- 
ation on the wage-insurance idea to 
protect workers who accept the pay 
standard against higher prices. 

Last spring. Congress faceted 
such a proposal, which would have 
given tax rebates to qualifying 
workers, at least *in part because of 
fears that it would prove too oostiy.

The dispute between Israel and just about 
everyone else over amending UN Resolution 
242 goes to the heart of the Middle East 
peace dilemma. Almost everyone, including 
most Israelis, agrees that no lasting formula 
can be devised that does not satisfy certain 
basic Palestinian aspirations, most of which 
are embodied in the concept of a homeland. 
There is also widespread agreement that Isra- 
el's security demands are based on painful 
experience and must be respected. Perhaps 
the most important thing President Anwar 
Sadat has done since beginning the latest ef- 
fort toward a Middle East solution has been 
to recognize the legitimacy of Israel’s security 
needs. But legitimate Palestinian aspirations 
and legitimate Israeli security requirements 
are currently in direct conflict. 

That is why Israel is adamantly opposed to 
seeing Resolution 242 modified so that it can 
be construed as laying the groundwork for an 
independent Palestinian slate. It is also why 
Israel continues to establish new settlements 
and expand old ones on the West Bank. 
Since the legal status of the West Bank is 
unresolved, which is to say it is unclear who 
owns it. Israel does not want to give up its 
claim by default. Jordan has dropped out of 
the running, so only the PLO remains to act 
on its claim. A PLO-run state is intolerable 
for Israel because of the history of PLO ter- 
rorism and the fact that the PLO charter 
mandates the end of the Jewish state. By es- 
tablishing settlements and insisting on its 
right to protect them. Israel keeps alive its 
claim to sovereignty over the West Bank and 
its ability to protect itself from present-day 
terrorism and future military attack. 


There 
has not been the slightest hint,- however, that 
even the so-called moderates in the PLO 
camp are ready to forswear the Palestinian 
charter. This would suggest that although 
they are prepared to recognize the fact of 
Israel’s existence, they are not willing to give 
up the ultimate Palestinian goal of a country 
that embraces not only the West Bank, Gaza 
ami Israel, but also eventually Jordan and 
parts of Lebanon.

The next logical step in the peace process,

Pakistan and the Bomb 


Members of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee have asked the Carter adminis- 
; ration to take another look at ways to stop 
Pakistan’s covert progress toward a nuclear 
L»omb. They suggest die - possibility of trying 
to “more effectively treat Pakistan's underly- 
ing security concerns” — a discreet reference 
io using arms sales as leverage to buy out the 
Pakistani nuclear option. No one can deny 
Pakistan’s security concerns — though it is 
highly doubtful that a nuclear capability 
would ameliorate any of them — but the log- 
ic behind the “buy-out” approach is thin and 
faulty. 


There is some important background to 
ihe current U.S.- Pakistani impasse over nu- 
:lear weapons development. When President 
Carter took office in 1977. Pakistan had a 
:on tract with France for the supply, of a 
reprocessing plant — a facility that produces 
plutonium that can be directly used in a nu- 
:lear weapon. A new law had just been put 
on the books — a congressional initiative — 
requiring the United States to suspend all aid 
to any country’ importing pans for a repro- 
:essing plant. Accordingly, the U.S. govern- 
ment cut off aid to Pakistan while applying 
heavy diplomatic pressure to both Pakistan 
and France. One year later the aid was re- 
sumed when it was announced that France 
would not supply the reprocessing plant after 
all. The aid cutoff cannot be given credit for 
the success of that effort, since it was the 
government of France that made the decision 
— but certainly U.S. firmness and constancy 
jf purpose contributed importantly. 

Shortly after U.S. aid resumed it was dis- 
covered that Pakistan was secretly pursuing 
the other possibleroute to a nuclear capabili- 


ty by attempting to build its own enrichment 
plant. Several months ago. the United States 
again suspended its aid programs, after sev- 
eral unsuccessful efforts to dissuade Pakistan 
from that course. 

That's the history. Now the congressmen 
are arguing that sanctions aren'i enough and 
that the United States should look at what 
enticements it has to offer. “It would be 
unwarranted” — they say — “for critics to 
characterize any such initiative as a stark 
trade of conventional arms in return for a 
freeze on nuclear weapons work ..." It’s 
hard to see why such an accurate character- 
ization would be unwarranted, since a “stark 
trade” is exactly what it wo'uld be. The Unit- 
ed States has repeatedly offered to sell Paki- 
stan a variety of weapons systems, including 
the F-5 fighter, with no response. What Paki- 
stan wants are the most sophisticated sys- 
tems — the F-lb. for instance, whose sale 
would violate U.S. conventional-arms control 
policy. This would be the kind of "quid” — 
and symbol of U.S. commitment — that Pak- 
istan might land this is by no means certain) 
consider as a trade-off for the “quo" of aban- 
doning its nuclear program. 


Sanctions may not prove successful in dis- 
suading Pakistan from building nuclear 
explosives. But what would be the price of 
the precedent established by a conventional- 
arms bribe not to do so if one were in fact 
successful? As the congressmen themselves 
point out. if strong junctions had been im- 
posed after the Indian explosion of 1974. the 
United States might not be facing this prob- 
lem todav.

Old Trick 

To confirm the seriousness of the 
situation. Pravda resorted to one of" 
its old tricks: It published an ex- 
pose of the agricultural crisis in 
Western Europe. Nevertheless.

No one can doubt that much of 
this situation is due to inclement 
weather. And. further, no one can 
honestly question the validity of 
the international grain trade Nev- 
ertheless. there remain some ques- 
tions to be asked on both the eco- 
nomic and the political leveL 
Agriculture accounts for 20 per- 
cent of the Soviet gross national 
product but absorbs more than 30 
percent of the nation’s overall 
investments. Nevertheless, al- 
though there have been good and 
less-good farm years in the 62 years 
since the revolution, hardly a year 
has gone by without some serious 
agricultural problem. Food scarci- 
ty. particularly or meat, is more or 
less a permanent factor in the Sovi- 
et Union and in Poland and a cycli- 
cal factor in the other Eastern Eu- 
ropean countries.

France’s Passion

P ARIS — The French have been 
carrying on. a love affair with 
the automobile ever since its origin 
around the turn of the century. 
And despite the current oil crisis, 
the passionate relationship contin- 
ues unabated. ‘ 

But the big question here, as in 
the United States and other indus- 
trial nations at this stage of history, 
is whether France's economy is 
eventually going to be da m aged by 
its unbridled devotion to the 
motorcar. 

As was demonstrated by the 
bump er- to- b umper traffic as nearly 
half the country drove ofr for its 
traditional August vacation, neither 
the high price nor the scarcity of 
gasoline has diluted the attachment 
of the French to their automobiles. 
The spectacle almost resembles 
that or lemmings inexorably plung- 
ing over cliffs to their doom.

a sociologist and educational 
researcher, replies that college ap- 
pears to matter a great deal — as 
long as one eels a degree. And a 
high school diploma without subse- 
quent college seems to be Jess use- 
ful than is generally thought. 

“College graduates end up in 
substantially higher-status occupa- 
tions ihan high school graduates, 
the studv states. 

In his study, which analyzes the 
relationship between personal char- 
acteristics. and economic success 
among U.S. men aged 25 to 64, Mr. 
Jencks emphasizes that there is no 
one factor that accounts for suc- 
cess. Still, he concludes, a college 
education may provide numerous 
advantages. 

At the very least, a college diplo- 
ma may be a “signal” to an em- 
ployer that a job applicant has de- 
sirable qualities as a future employ- 
ee In addition, a college graduate 
may be designated earlier Tor train- 
ing and promotion opportunities 
and therefore be slated for greater 
financial gain in the future

to almost everyone, Mr. Jencks 
said, it is of particular value to 
nonwhites and the sons of farmere.

The director of the hospital said 
that last year’s toll was 23 more 
than the preceding year and the 
highest figure for the last five years. 
It is estimated that between 39.000

The California 
literati are apparently spending too 
much time in their swimming 
pools. The moment to sound the 
bugle has come. If this lolling about 
continues the French imitations of 
archaic U.S. gangster films will 
overtake the American imitations. 

Such an obvious and decrepit 
script throws the entire burden on 
its interpreters. Fortunately, they 
have broad histrionic shoulders and 
succeed in galvanizing the worn 
stencils into some semblance of 
probability. Charles Bronson, be- 
fore he became a regulation movie 
tough, had stage training, acting, 
for example, in Strindbergs “The 
Great Highway.*’ He has a strong 
screen face, but evidently presents 
a casting problem for he is inevi- 
tably given the same role. He was 
best in his break from routine when 
he played, with force and wry 
humor, an avenger of hoodlum vio- 
lence in Michael Winner’s “Death 
Wish.” a film superior to the gener- 
al run in its presentation or a topi- 
cal social problem. 

Here he is a police lieutenant of 
the Phoenix criminal bureau as- 
signed to protect from assassina- 
tion a star witness in an investiga- 
tion of underworld operations. The 
girl has been whisked to Switzer- 
land by her gangster lover, a vice 
lord who in her absence is persuad- 
ed that it would be sagacious to 
bump her off. That the exiled mis- 
tress and the pursuing policeman 
are destined to fall in love is clear 
as soon as they have been intro- 
duced. 

Jill Ireland is called upon to be 
the hounded foolish floozy, the 
standard dumb blonde of a million 
movies. The author has left the pari 
exactly as he found it and has 
shirked lighting the girl’s idle prat- 
tle with any amusing flippancy. 
Miss Ireland must individualize it 
herself and supplies what comedy 


Capone, he has fewer opportunities 
than Miss Ireland and shows less 
invention, contributing only a 
speech hesitancy and a moronic 
gape while going through the mo- 
tions of the time-ridden role. 


In contrast to this sample of 
inept, careless moviemaking, wob-- 
blina uncertainly on a weak* imitaj 
tive script, consider “The Women

certainly not a great film, although 
it is great fun. and in addition to its 
entertaining abilities it provides a 
lesson in intelligent and fruitful 
collaboration.

This might be excusable in Eng- 
lish. where the same word appears 
in the name of both crustaceans, 
but it is difficult to understand it in 
French, where -lobster is homard 
and spiny lobster langouste ." Yet 1 
find that even French gastronomic 
writers do not always seem to real- 
ize that they are dealing with two 
different animals. I suspect that 
this is because the majority of 
French gastronomic books are writ- 
ten in the north and the majority of 
spiny lobsters are taken in the 
south. 

If lobsters read books, the spiny 
lobster would know that it is sup- 
posed to be present from the south- 
ern coast of England all the way 
down the Atlantic coast of Europe 
as well as in the Mediterranean and 
on the African coast, in the warmer 
waters it prefers. Being illiterate, 
spiny lobsters neglect the northern 
part of this range, and the hu man 
Inhabitants of these coasts, who 
may well be better educated, are 
not particularly conscious of their 
presence either.

How high Eastern would go in its quest for 
Pan Am might never be known. But “we are 
prepared to bid. that's all I'm going to tell the 
world,” said Charles Simons.

If Eastern does not get the go-ahead from 
the CAB. “we will find out who else wants to 
have a fight with us.” chortles Mr. Simons.

MetSocre Managers - 

Finding a qualified manager can 
be a stumbling bfock, however, es- 
pecially in organizations that have 
usually stressed technical training 
in managers. In banks, for example, 
“the supervisors _ are mediocre," 
says George Morvis. president of 
Financial Shares Corp.. a bank 
consulting concern. He says that 
banks hire managers based on 
“names and technical expertise, but 
they have to add another dimen- 
sion: dealing with people.” 

Another potential pitfall if they 
come up with the wrong measure- 
ment, the whole plan can backfire. 
“If. you start counting the wrong 
things, people tell pump out what 
you measure, even if irisn't benefi- 


cial to the company,” Mr. Schoen- 
blum warns. 

But the biggest obstacle to mea- 
suring white-collar workers is the 
workers themselves.

Much of the uncertainty is re- 
flected in the wide range of predic- 
tions for total 1979 steel shipments. 
With seven months of production 
and shipments already behind 
them, and orders flowing in for the 
fourth quarter, one would expect 
executives and analysis to ' be in 
closer agreement on this year’s per- 
formance. And despite mounting 
evidence that the nation is in the 
midst of a recession, most forecasts 
remain close to what they were at 
the beginning of the year when the 
economy appeared healthy.

What is required is greater 
confidence, internally and externally 
in the future of South Africa 
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Points from the statement to shareholders by the 
Chairman Mr. H. F. Oppenheimer 

South Africa's sound financial position has a very serious 
counterpart in the form of excess productive capacity and massive 
unemployment. Hence it is of vital importance that our favourable 
balance of payments is handled in such a way that it brings about 
greater investment and production. The last budget and the 
progressive implementation of the De Kock report are important 
steps in the right direction. However in the absence of an inflow of 
long term capital from overseas the authorities remain cautious. 

What is required is greater confidence, internally and externally, in 
the future of South Africa. It is impossible to deal with the problem of 
unemployment without investment on a massive scale and a great 
increase in the skilled labour force. The latter can only be achieved 
by training large numbers of black workers and their absorption into 
industry on a stabilised basis. 

While economic arguments can possibly be developed in favour 
of delaying the trend towards capital intensive industry by th^ 
maintenance of a comparatively low wage structure, it is quite 
impossible today to envisage either a serious reduction in the 
standard of living of white workers or the indefinite continuation of 
an outmoded system of racial discrimination under which black 
earnings are kept disproportionately 1 low compared to those of 
whites. 

We cannot hope to solve the basic problems of the country 
socially and economically unless we can find the means to realise the 
country's undoubted potential for rapid growth. It is entirely fitting, 
therefore, that the thrust of Government policy, as exemplified by its 
response to the De Kock report and by the budget, is now on the 
need to promote growth in the advanced sector of the economy 
through greater reliance on the market mechanism and private 
initiative. 

The Government has accepted the Wiehahn and Riekert reports in 
principle but is not prepared at this stage to legislate in respect of 
certain key recommendations nor to commit itself to a time scale in 
regard to the proposals as a whole. Thus the legislation that has been 
enacted is inadequate, and a disappointment to many of us. [t must 
be taken into account however that the reports propose changes 
which, unexceptionable though they may be elsewhere, are radical in 
the South African context and that the Government itself appears 
to regard its response to them as incomplete and only a beginning. 

The De Kock. Wiehahn and Riekert reports, together with the 
Government's initiatives in the political sphere, may mark the 
beginning of new and more realistic policies on which it may be 
hoped that a stable and peaceful future for the country could be 
buift. Time however is needed to carry through the new policies and 
whether that is accorded us will depend to a large extent on factors 
we cannot control, particularly the policies of the western 
democracies. 

In this. regard it does seem to me |U« possible that the renewed oil 
crisis as well as the disorder and violence in many parts of the 
African coriJineni, which b uuch a large supplier ol essential raw 
materials io Ihe western poweis. might suggr-sl that the need tor r.ivil 
and «r*.oMninii. liability. (aqHhtzi uniia jijiifv o! iiududiisinyu-j-,

South Africa's present policies in relation to Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
and South West Africa/Namibia, as well as internally, surely deserve 
careful consideration by our friends overseas, ft would be a tragedy 
not only for South Africa but for the world ir those policies were not 
given the time, together with the essential measure of goodwill, to 
evolve and develop further. 

Employment Practices 

The Corporation acknowledged the need to establish special 
programmes for black employees who have the potential for job 
advancement. In recognition of the various obstacles that stand in 
their way. 

One of the programmes being undertaken is a scheme, ambitious 
in concept and likely to be difficult of execution, to recruit, educate, 
train and develop high-quality black matriculants who will form a 
pool of potential managers in the financial and engineering fields 
which are at the heart of our business- The scheme is financed jointly 
by the Corporation and De Beers, and we estimate that it wifi cost 
rather more than R3 million over the next five years. We look upon 
this as an investment in the widest sense, for once the scheme has 
proved itself H will be made available to other employers and 
educational institutions in the country. 

We are looking forward to employing blacks for careers in the 
significant decision-making areas of our business. We are 
determined to give meaning to the concept of equal employment 
opportunity, and in so doing to make our own small contribution to 
the development of a just society in South Africa. 

Soda! Responsibility 

Our policy of extending the role of the Anglo American and De 
Beers Chairmans’ Fund, with the aim of pioneering new methods or 
demonstrating new lines of development in broad socio-educational 
fields, is now well established. Our largest project so far is the 
establishment of a college in KwaZulu which will train black students 
to the same high standards as the colleges of advanced technology 
for whites. The cost to us will be in excess of R5 million. Teaching 

began this year and the main building, to accommodate * 

approximately 500 students, should be completed early in 1 98 1 .

WASHINGTON, AUG. 7 (WPl 
— National Hockey League execu- 
tives will sit close to their tele- 
phones tomorrow as they serve up 
the most promising influx or young 
talent to reach the league in 20 
years. 

What was formerly tabbed the 
amaturr draft has- been christened 
the entry draft, because some of the 
eligible players performed as pros 
last year in the World Hockey 
Association. Additionally, players 
reaching their 19th op 20th birth- 
days in 1979 may be selected, 
rather than just the’ usual 20- year- 
old crop. 

- ■ No Hounding 

. The Colorado Rockies will pick 
first, followed by Sl Louis. Detroit 
and Washington. Normally, those 
teams would by now, be hounded 
by dubs with little chance of ob- 
taining quality players because of 
their late selections. But the depth 
of talent promises to give solid hdp 
even to the Edmonton Oilers, chos- 
ing 2 J si and last. 

Ray Miron, general manager of 
the Rockies, who had the NHL's 
poorest record a year ago, was en- 
tertaining bids for the No. 1 selec- 
tion. but found an almost total lack 
of interest. “With the 19-vear-olds 


in the draft now. there are more' 
good players available." Miron 
said. “Before, when you could pick 
only the 20-year-olds, the teams 
choosing, say. !2th or 14th weren't 
going to get much of a hockey play- 
er. but they're not interested in giv- 
ing up aii that much to gel our 
pick." 

Miron said he probably would 
choose Rob Ramage. a defenseman 
who was WHA all-siar with Bir- 
mingham last season. 


NHL Adopts 
Helmet Ride 

TORONTO. Aug. 7 (API — 
National Hockey League play- 
ers will have to wear helmets be- 
ginning this season, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The only ex- 
ceptions will be players who 
signed contracts prior u> June 1 
and who sign a special waiver 
excusing them from ihe rule. 

A joint statement by the 
league and the players associa- 
tion said, “all amateur players 
are accustomed to helmets [and] 
70 percent of th’e NHL players 
wore helmets during the 1978- 
79 season.” 


In past seasons, because of WHA 
competition, the team picking first 
would sign its No. 1 selection before 
the draft to insure that it did not 
waste its vital choice. Then it would 
reveal its man to the next dub in 
line, so it could do the same. 
Hence, the Washington Capitals 
signed No-1 pick Rick Greeb be- 
fore' the 1976 draft and had Robert 
Picard signed before chosing him in 
1977. 

This year, the Capitals need to 
sell tickets, so they desperately 
need a forward like Cincinnati's 
Mike GartneT or Birmingham’s 
Ricky Vaive, the WHA penalty 
king, and therefore can not gamble 
on an underage junior with super- 
star potential, such as Oshawa 
winger Tom McCarthy, a 144-point 
scorer, or Verdun defenseman Ray- 
mond Bourque. 

The better teams, of course, can 
afford to wait even for a first-roun- 
der to develop. So McCarthy and 
Bourque are likely to go to strong 
teams that eventually win get 
stronger. 

Player agents in search of fat 
commissions have been plugging 
for the WHA pros to be exempt 
from the draft, instead .selling 
themselves as free agents to the 
highest bidders. Barring last minute 
lea gal action, however, they will be 
included.
